There have been added to the Town Library the past year 
(including the books purchased late last year and put in circu- 
lation in the Spring of ’86), 460 volumes, of which number 412 
have been catalogued and are in constant use. 

In addition to this outlay, 4o volumes of magazines have 
been bound, over 100 books re-bound in a neat and substantial 
manner, while 40 worn-out volumes have been laid aside as 
unfit for re-binding, but will be replaced by new copies of the 
same as deemed best by your Committee. 

One or more valuable books have been lost during the year, 
taken from the Library by temporary residents and carried 
away with them probably ; your Committee would urge upon 
our citizens to exercise more care and caution in learning the 
character and standing of new comers before they become 
sponsors for them.

The report of the Fire Department for the town of Hinsdale, 
for the year ending March 1, 1887: 


The expenditures for the Fire Department the past year have 
been large, but have all been within the sums appropriated by 
the town. 

We have laid 3020 feet 4 inch iron pipe; have added eight 
double hydrants, and the whole system is now connected with 
the four large force pumps, viz: Messrs. Haile, Frost & Co.’s, 
Geo. C. Fisk's, C. J. Amidon & Son’s, and Geo. A. Robertson 
& Co’s, which affords ample facilities for throwing twelve to 
fifteen heavy and constant streams of water at the same time, 
and there is such a surplus of power that if one or two of the 
pumps were to fail the others would be ample to keep up the 
supply. . 

We have also purchased 1500 feet 12-ply linen hose, all of 
which has been tested. We have $85.00 worth of supplies on 
hand, such as valves, stand-pipes, quarter-turns, etc., available 
for use in case of accident. 

For detail report of expenditures we refer you to report of 
Treasurer of Board of Engineers, all of which is respectfully

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : 

GENTLEMEN: We hand you herewith the report of our 
doings as Board of Health of the town of Hinsdale for 1886. 
Through the State Board we received and distributed a large 
number of circulars, and over 50 copies of Reports, which 
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gave a large amount of information relating to sanitary laws, 
and which we think were followed by good results in many 
instances, such as cleaning up, etc. In May we made a thor- 
ough inspection of the buildings, vaults and surroundings in 
the village proper, and found a better condition of things than 
was thought to exist. Suggestions were given, and in the 
majority were accepted and carried out with a disposition look- 
ing towards the laws of health and a desire to obey sanitary 
laws. We found occasion to extend sewerage and lay new in 
some localities, all being needed and of vast importance. 

But one case of diphtheria was reported as in the village, 
while other cases were reported at the south part, but well 
isolated by the locality. We made through the Summer sev- 
eral inspections in various places, and found the owners willing 
to remedy the nuisance. As a whole we find the village as 
clean as it can be with the present sewerage, and more so than 
might be thought by an unobserver. 

There exists a strong demand for a large sewer between 
High and Main streets, in rear of stores, &c., and emptying 
into the river—not canal—which eventually must be built or 
some other source of disposing of the water, &c., in that neigh- 
borhood. This can be constructed with little expense to the 
town, the property owners being willing to bear each his share 
of the expense. We recommend the investigation of the mat- 
ter, and its construction this coming Summer.
